EDUCATION 

Part of the Rockefeller Fund of 
$53,000,000 to be Spent 
in Kentucky. 


By the direction of the General Edu¬ 
cation Board, which has a fund of $53.- 
000.000, given bv John D. Rockefeller, 
special commissioners will 1 shortly be 
sent to Kentuckv to extend financial aid 
in the work of establishing county high 
schools required by the new law. and to 
help in the improvement of the elemen¬ 
tary schools. This announcement was 
made Saturday by president F. W Hin i 
itt, of Central University, Danville, i 
through whose sfforts and some of the 
leading educators ot the State, arrange -1 
ments have Seen made with the Gener¬ 
al Educational movement in Kentucky. 
Dr. Hinitt. who is just back from a 
meeting of the board in New York, j 
passed through Lexington on his way \ 
back home to Danville. Discussing his , 
mission to New York, ne talked enthu- j 
siastically of the hopeful outlook for j 
educational advancement in the Blue 
Grass State In an interview with the ! 
Lexington leader he said: “I was in | 
New York to see the General Education , 
Board, and they agreed to do what sev¬ 
eral of os have been in correspondence 
with them about for a year or no. That i 
is, they will send a man into Kentucky. | 
whose salary and expenses will he paid | 
by them, to help in- the work of estab- i 
lishing county high schools required bv 
the new law. and they will send a man 
on the same terms to help in the im- j 
provement of the elementary schools. ' 
This will be of the greatest sendee to 
our State. The General Education 
Board has done similar work in other 
States and it has proved valuable. These 
men will work in the field nnder the di¬ 
rection of the State Superintendent of 
Education. They will co-operate with ‘ 
our county school trustees in arranging 
for new high schools and elementary 
schools giving needed advice and sug¬ 
gestion as to courses of study, the em¬ 
ployment of suitable teachers, etc., and 
in stirring up public sentiment in favor 
of local taxation in support of the 
schools. | 

“Kentucky is at the threshold of a 
great educational revival.” continued 
Dr. Hinitt. "To-day only three or 
four States have a larger percent- j 
age of illitemcy and few where go small 
a proportion of the children ot school 
age are not in school. Less than half 
of Kentucky’s children go to school in 
spite of the compulsory education laws. 
Five years sgo, when the present 
movement for better educational facili¬ 
ties in the State began, there were 25,- 
000 school trustees in the State, of i 
whom more than 5,000 could neither] 
read nor write. Under recent laws two- 
thirds of theae trustees have been abol-, 
ished. the county has been made the 
school unit; every connty is required to 
establish a high school and maintain it, ‘ 
and county boards are authorized to 1 
levy x tax not to exceed twenty cents 
on $100 to support the scnools, in addi¬ 
tion to what the State contributes. No 
other State spends so much State mon 
ey per capita on its schools as Kentuc¬ 
ky. The total is about $3,000,000 out 
of the State treasury, which amounts 
to $4 per capita. But there has been 
no local aid for schools except in the 
cities. Now these conditions have been 
changed. We have established tw i 
State Normal schools for teachers. By 
the end of 1910 there will be a High 
School in every countv, although there 
are such schools now in only 45 of thd 
119 counties. Better teachers and a 
better system for the primary and ele¬ 
mentary schools have been provided for. 
The movement is a comprehensive one 
and will reach every comer of the State, 
the mountain district# and the- most re¬ 
mote sections as well as the cities. We 
have worked out a plan which will un- j 
doubtedly be adopted as the program 
for future development that will make 
the salaries of teachers in rural districts 
depend upon the proportion of the chil¬ 
dren of school age that attends school. 
That will be an effestive compulsory ed¬ 
ucation law. We are getting the ad¬ 
vice and assistance of the best educat¬ 
ors in America, and within a few years 
Kentucky will no longer suffer under 
the stigma of illiteracy.”—Harrodsburg

UNIVERSITY’S NEW PRESIDENT 


ANNUAL CONVENTION. 


To Enter Upon the Duties of the Po¬ 
sition with Expiration of 
Term in Court of 
Appeals. 


Millionaire Uncle of Alma Kellner 
Identifies Grewsome Find. 


German Americans Elect Newport 
and Covington Men to Executive 
Offices. 


Louisville. Ky.—A body which was 
identified by her millionaire uncle, 
Frank Fehr, as the eight-year-old 
daughter of Fred L. Kellner, and who 
disappeared from her home last De¬ 
cember. was found in a sub-basement 
of St. John's Catholic school at Clay 
and Walnut streets. The condition of 
the corpse indicated that It had been 
in its damp hiding place for several 
months. The discovery was made by 
a plumber at work in the cellar. 

The decaying torso, for- a limb is 
missing, was wrapped In a pice of car¬ 
pet The missing limb was found in 
another part of the cellar, the foot 
bearing the shoe. 

The scene of the grewsome find is 
only five blocks from the Kellner 
home. 

Alma Kellner disappeared December 
8 and from that time until the body 
was found not a word was heard con¬ 
cerning her. She left her home on 
the morning In question, to attend a 
service at St. John's church, and the 
last seen of her was when she waved 
goodby to her mother in front of her 
residence. The search for the miss¬ 
ing girl extended all over the United 
States. 

The wife of a former Janitor of the 
school was arrested and charged With 
being accessory to murder. Her hus¬ 
band is being eought to tell what he 
knows of the child's death. 

While men were at work on the 
premises where Alma Kellner was 
murdered, pathetic scenes were en¬ 
acted at the undertaking establish¬ 
ment of L. D. Bax, where the skeleton 
of the little girl was taken. The skel¬ 
eton was placed In a small, white cas¬ 
ket, with a silver plate on top bear¬ 
ing the inscription: “Our Darling.” 

The funeral was conducted from the 
undertaking establishment and was 
attended by Frank Fehr. cousin of the 
murdered child.

Barker, of Louisville, whose term of 
eight years as a Justice of the Ken¬ 
tucky court of appeals will expire Jan. 
I, 1911, at a meeting of the trustees 
of the University of Kentucky, form¬ 
ally accepted the presidency of that 
institution, to which office he was 
elected shortly after the acceptance 
of the resignation of the venerable 
President James K. Patterson, several 
months ago. 

"I shall enter upon the duties of the 
position with the expiration of my 
term in the court of appeals Jan. 1, 
next,’’ said Judge Barker. 

“I have withheld the announcement 
of my acceptance merely because It 
suited the trustees best in the matter 
ot arranging certain details of the af¬ 
fairs of the institution. Until Jan. 1, 
I presume, Prof. James G. White will 
continue as acting president. 

"Mrs. Barker and I will come to Lex¬ 
ington at the beginning of the new 
year to take up our residence perma¬ 
nently, and I shall then settle down 
to the business of making this institu¬ 
tion what all true Kentuckians hope 
and expect It to be—one of the grand¬ 
est and most highly-rated state uni¬ 
versities in all of the Union.” 

June 1 was class day at the univer¬ 
sity, the alumni met and the alumni 
banquet was held. Thursday the com¬ 
mencement exercises were held in a 
mammoth tent which was erected 
upon the cam pup. 

Judge Barker came to Louisville as 
a young lawyer. For nine years, un¬ 
der Mayor Jacob and Mayor Tyler, be 
served the city as city attorney. Judge 
Barker went on the bench In the crim¬ 
inal division of the Jefferson circuit 
court, preceding Judge Joseph Pricer, 
and stepping from this post of honor 
to the appellate court bench. 

Judge Barker is 59 years of age. He 
is a graduate of the university he re¬ 
turns to be president of. Judge Bar¬ 
ker married Miss Katherine M. Meri¬ 
wether. daughter of Capt. Edward 
Meriwether, a veteran of the confed¬ 
eracy. They have no children. His 
father was a Tennesseean by birth, 
and a graduate of Harvard law school.

ROMANES LECTURE GIVEN 
BY THEODORE ROOSEVELT 

Event Postponed by King's Death Attracts a 
Large Audience at Oxford—Lord Curzon 
Introduces the Distinguished American. 


Oxford, England—Before an audi¬ 
ence of distinguished men and stu¬ 
dent* of Oxford university. Theodore 
Roosevelt on June 7 delivered the 
Romanes lecture, his subject being 
"Biological Analogies in History.” The 
lecture had been scheduled for delivery 
on May 18. but of course waa post¬ 
poned on account of King Edward's 
demise. It waa given In the Sheldon- 
lan theater and Lord Curzon, as chan¬ 
cellor of the university, presided and 
Introduced the lecturer. 

In seeking to penetrate the causes 
of the mysteries that surround not 
only mankind but all life, both In the 
present and the past, said Mr. Roose¬ 
velt, we see strange analogies In the 
phenomena of life and death, of birth 
growth and change, between those 
physical groups of animal life which 
we designate as species, forms, races 
and the highly complex and composite 
entities which rise before our minds 
when we speak of nationa and civi¬ 
lizations. It Is this study, he assert¬ 
ed. that has given science its present- 
day prominence, and the historian of 
mankind must work In the scientific 
spirit and use the treasure-houses of 
science. 

To Illustrate, the lecturer took sev¬ 
eral instances of the development of 
new species and the extinction of spe¬ 
cies in the history of mammalian life, 
showing that In some cases the causes 
can be traced with considerable accu¬ 
racy, and In other cases we esnnot so 
much as hazard a guess as to why a 
given change occurred.
